WASHINGTON, April 1.—There Is little
doubt that the president and the members of
h's cablnat now regard a conflict with Spain
aa almost Inevitabie.

In hls memsage L0 CONETESS, which in all
prolapility will be sent In next Monday, and
cortautrly carly next week, It {8 understoad
tha pealdent will review at some length the
PJM! it etands between this govern-
Ey p@onit and Spain, but will not lusist upon
“turther time in which to continue negotia-
«tlonp in which ta reach a peaceful solution

of the Cuban question.

The cmbinet meoting thla afternoon was
unquestionably the most lmportant held In
years. It recelved Spain’s answer to the

mitimatum of this government, and Nnding it

Isfactory practieally declided upon
polley which at this hour seems certain to
involve hostilitice,

The whole record will be lald befire con-
groes and the qu-stion Is now under earnest
cottidomtion as to what shail he the par-

“ gleular form our polley ehall take In bring-

g to an end the horrors In Cuba and agour-

ing the Independence of the Isknil

Propssitions ratging from a slmple recog-
mitlon of Cubas independence to a straight-

< out declaration of war have been urged at
the capftol, bul there s hardly a doubt
that the majority of congress awalts the ex-
ecutlve lead before taking action, and ls dis-
posed to accept President MeKinley's sug-
gections on this point. It s thought that
any of the resolutions, exespt possibly aim-
ple recognition of independence, would lead
to war.

Thers were, of course, all sorts of rumors
in clreulation, Ineluding reports of mediation
by some European powers, but ny such sug-
guatlon has comado this government, for as

MUST GO TO CONGRESS.

us that, having exhausted all diplomatic
efforts to bring about o better condition of
affalrs In Cuba and they having failed, the
whole question must be submitied to con-
gress. At our afternoon mecting the pres-
fdent requested each member of the cahbe-
{net to express freely his individual opinion
a8 to what should be done.

The discuselon was entlrely on the lines
fndicated by the members. Nothlng defl-
nite was declded upon and no conclusions
reached. The prégldent wil now take the
views submitted to him under conslderation
proparatory to his message lo congress,
which will be sent car.y next week,

Presldent McKinley has done a great denl
of work recently and appears pretty well
fatlgued. Consequently he will take some

ttle rest before beginning active work on
he message. He has not yet determined
upon what recommendation will be com-
municated Lo congress,

My own Individual opinion Is that but Iit-
tle falth can be put In promises made by
Spain and this makes me hesltate about ae-
gepting with any confldence its latest pro-
posals,

In the firat place It promised a long time
ago that the reconcentrados would be re-
Jensed. The result shows that this prom-
gse has not been kept. Now It proposes to
release them, but keep them under military
puperviglon. Who ean tell whether It will
adhere to this expressed Intention.

Hroadly, there uppears to be three courses
open to the president in dealing further with
this matter, The first of these I8 to accept
the proposa's submitted by Bpain In reply
to the Amerlcan representations; the sce-
ond to relegate the whole malter to con-
‘gress and let that Lody do as to it seems
proper, which I think would mean interven-
tion, and thirdly to take o middie stand.

NO CONCLUSIONS REACHED,

Tho staff of the legation lz working day
and night and the lighta In the legatioa
oMes were burning until 8 o'clock this mom-
g, while the secretaries and attaches were
deciphering cablegrams, and in turning il
patches to oipher for transmission to Madrid,

CABLES ALL THE NEWS,

The minister personally superintends all
this work and no effort e made to condense
or sparo expense In presenting by cuble the
communications between here and Madrid.

A Madrld bulletin was recelved eaying
that the pope was endeavoring to seek paclil-
atlen by asking the United States and Spaln
to accept an armistice In Cuba, If this be
truo the pepe has not glven any instruoetion
or Information on this line to Mgr. Martinelll,
the papal delegate at Washington. The lat-
ta- haw taken no step toward mediatlon.

It has been reported that one of the arch-
plhops of the Catholle church in the course
of an Informal conversation with high offi-
clals here suggeated the medintion of the
pope. This, however, wns unofficial, and no
authorized propositlon of any character has
come from Home,

Furthermore, there s little reason to be-
liove the administration would receive with
favor any proposition of this character from
a forelgn source.

In congress the situation was little changed
from lhe tension of the last few
days. While the #onate was in
socret  eceslon  theee was a  great  deal
of war talk. The subject undes debate, the
acquisition of the Danlah West Indics, seeved
as @ text for the discuesion,

Oa the house side the members gathered
in groupe and talked of the war—for they
socmed to have the impression that eudt ag
outcome was Inevitable,

Nothing of Importance was actually ac-
gomplished at the capitol, but the eentimen:
showed plainly that If the president’s mes-
sage ls for Intervemtlon, fie  will recelve
henrty support. There ls a disposition in
gome quartérs of congress to merely recog-
nlze the Independence of Cubn. The recom-
mendation of the president will carry great
weight,

I the president should simply report that
diplcnacy Is ot an end, and leave the deter-
minstion of (e future course with congrees,
it |s probable (hat lmmediate Interventica
will be recommended,

The Madria dispatch announcing the ar-
rival of the Spamish torpedo flotilla at Porto
Rico was quite unexpected in Washington
and created conslderable comment In navy
gircles. So far as could be learnsd no lu-
formation on this point has been received
by elther the State or Navy departments.

FLYING SQUADRON HAS NO ORDERS,

Continues to Rest Quietly at Hnmpton
Ronds.

WASHINGTON, April 1,—The fiylng squad-
ron ip to remaln in Hampion Roads, for the
present at least,

This announcement was made this after-
noon by Sscretary Long, and set at reat the
reporis current throughout the day that a
movement of the squadron was imminent,

The secretary sald the department Lielieved
the present rendezvous of the squadron was
the most avallable one from which the shipa
under Commander Schley could operate for
carrying out the purpsse for which it was
formed, that Is the protection of the North
Atluntle seaboard, He added that vo orders
hul been lssted to Commodore Schley and
that none were In Immedlate contemplation.

In the varisus phases of the sitcation to-
day the fiylng squadron stood out promli-
nently, both as & center of public interest
In conncetion wikh rumored ordeis for lta
salling from the Roads and as a matter of
conoideration by the department.

It Is stated on rillable authority that the
department discussed the question of order-
ing the ships to sea, presumably, though not
officially so stated, In connectlon with the
approach of the Spanish torpedo flotilla,
which bas since arrlved at Porto Rico.

It has been an open secret for some days

that the naval authorities have regarded the
approach of the Spanish flotilla with appre-
Henslon and their feellngs In this regard
were strong encugh to call the matter to the
attention of the authorities. After conalder-
{ng the matter it was deelded that no orders
wouldl be lssued looking to a movement of
the sguadron,
, Whil: the decision Is understood to have
been based primarily upon the fact that it
would he unwise to remove the shipe from
thelr present valuable strategie position, yet
it {s belleved that diplomatlc considerations
also had some weight,

It was polnted out the sending of the
gquadron In the direction of the West 1ndles,
even though Its mission were not to inter-
cept the flotiila, would be regardel an a
heatile aet not warranted by the prosent
eondition of aairs.

It I also underetood that it was decined
wlie net to permit any movement of L
fying squadron whatever Just at present, as
with public Interest eo largely centered ¢n
it suech a movement would be liable to mis-
vonstruction and glve rise to rumors thal
would only tend to aggravate the situation.

The Minnwpolla will arrive tomorrow at
Hamplon Reads, and then the awilleat group
of war ships ever gathersd in one commanl
will be assembled under Commodore Schley's
flag.

The Navy department received informa-
tlon today that the crulsers Vizcaya and
Onuendo, the two fine Spocish erulsers which
nave beca lying at Havana, bhal left that
port. Thelr destiuation s nol known, but
there iy resaon to belleve they bave goae
to join the torpedo flotilla.

SPAIN MAY YET BACK DOWN,

Possibillty that Dons Wil Decllne to
Fave the Muasle,

LONDON, April 1.—(New York World Ca-
blegmm—Special Telegram.)—The progress
of the present fateful negitiatisne between
ihe Unlted States and Spaln is followed with
In.etso Interest by the British publie. In-
torviews obtained this evening among mem-
bers of Parllament o the House of Commons
lobby evoke the oplnlon that Spaln as a last
resort would find some means for escaping
war, for which she hes no resources and
which must eventurte not only lu Cuban
Independence but enormously Increase
Spain's already rulnous burden of debt. A
radleal member expressed the opinion that
the Dritish government should notify Spaln
that the Britlsh North Amerlean squadron
would assist In repelling any attack en the
defensoless east coast citles. In contrast
with this, however, there are undoubted evl-
dencea of pro-Spanieh eympathy in conserva-
tive circles and press,

The Globe, conservative, publishes an ed-
itorial today showing a decided anti-Amer-
fean blas, ralsing a warning velce concern-
ing posalble further Interference of the
United Statis elsewhere if Its action In
Cuba Is allowed to pass without a protest,
The St, James Gazette, also conservatlive,
comments in the same spirit, expressing a
doubt as to the lssuc of the confliet. Reler-
ring to the Madrid op:ra house display, It
says: “When [t comes to dramatic displays
of emotion, real or felgned, the United States
ean glve a goeod many polnts to Spaln, as
the Cuban business has shown over and over
agaln,” but winds up with a general argu-
ment In favor of American Intervéntion.

Astor’s Pall Mall Gazette glves for once
unqualifiel support to the polley of the
Ameriecan people, declaring of an Inde-
pendence solution: "It sfems more than
likely the Spanish government will have to
face It, If not this afterngon, at any rate
before they are quit of Woodford."

Little lmportance I8 attached in politieal
clreles here to rumors of Interventloa by
Buropean powers, especially France and
Russla, as all have enough on their own
hands at present without antagonizing the
United States by taking the Spanish side for
sentimental reagsons, Frasce ls the only
power whieh has accorded a sympathetlo re-
ception to Spaln’s representations, but Hano-
taux's reply I8 cautiously platonic.

Madrid dispatches published here are vague
and contradictory, pointing to the conclusion
that Sagasta's chief object Is delay,

Commander Brownson is at present offerlag
tempting prices to shipowners for nineteen-
knot sleamers for unarmored crulser pur-
poses.

DISCUSS FORM OF DECLARATION,

Senntors Inclined to Make Maine Af-
falr n Casns Belll,

WASHINGTON, Aprll 1.—=The senate com-
mitteo on foreign relations again today was
slow in gettlng fo work, and notwithstand-
ing the meeting was called for half past 10,
a guorum had not been secured at 12 o'clock,
This apparent lethargy was due to the fadt
that the commi:tee |a for the present Inclined
to wait entirely upon the executive and
they feel that much will depend upon the
cabinet meeting today and that nothlng can
bo done until the purport of deliberations
can be made known,

A strong sentiment has developed In the
committee for an absolute declaiation of
war whon the time comes to act, and it 1s
on account of the belief on the part of eome
that this course muwst not be adopted that
the Muine catastrophe Is being thoroughly
explolted. The advocates of this couree
think that the proof of Spanish Insiru-
mentality in the explosion is so strong that
it could be made to justify a most radlcal
declamtion. The more conservative ele-
ment, however, Ig disposed to be gulded in
the form of the declaration by the wishes
of the president. 1In any event the facts
in the Malne affair will be used to support
the position taken, and the commiitee s
disposed to make miuch out of it In justify-
Ing Its positlor,

The forelgn relations committee of the sen-
ate remalned in sesslon uwotil 10:25. The
reply of Spaln was communleated to the
members. 1t wae sald to be practically a re-
jection of the demands of the United States,

After adjournment of the committee at
noon, Scnator Davis, chalrman of the com-
mittee, left the capitol and went to the
White House. The members of the commit-
tee are even more non-committal than usual
after this session, and all of them indicated
by their general demeanor that they con-
sidered the crisls had arrived. They re-
tused to reveal any of the proceedings of the
session, but some of them stated that the
committee could report within thirty min-
utes, if called upon to do an. 8till, they did
not expect to report today unless Mr. Davis
should be assured by the chlef executive
that it was his wish that thev shoull do ao.

The subcommittee of the senate committee
on foreign relations appointed to draft a re-
port and prepare a form outlining the course
of actlon which this govermguent shall pur-
sue toward Spaln ln relation to Cuba, will
probahly be able to report to the full com-
mittee at Its meeting tomorrow.

The gubcommittee will recommend a reso-
lutlon recommending ia the first place the
recognition of Independence of Cuba and in
the second place the luiervention by the
United States with its army ad navy for the
purpose of assisting the Cubuns to scoure k.
dependence In cose Spaln refuses to concede
it.

The committee will treat the rescinding
of the order for the concentration of the
Cutan noncombatants as a subterfuge, and
will dwell on the past if mnot the preseat
treatment of these unfortunates; will detail
the Maine Incident, and attempt to demon-
strate that it is a sufficient cause for the
declaratlon of war If this country wero de-
girous of making it such; and also will touch
upon the injury to American interests caused
by the Cubga strugele as a full justification
for our interference.

There Gaes bewn an effort to purauade the
committee that Spain's celease of the re-
cecicentrados leaves the United States prac-
tically without excuse for intervention, but
the committee has not been conwinced by
this reacon’ug, and there is great unanimity
in the rejection of this view, ns there is in
the general course to be pursued.

The committ=e wil report on Monday, un.
lees It i then made evident that It has
been Inipossible for the president to complete
liis promised meesage for lack of time. The
dispesition of thie committee Lo now agalnst
much further postponement for any cause.

The committec's preeent informatlon s,
however. to the effect that the messgage will
be ready for submicslon by Monday.

DALLAS, Tex., April L—A speclal to the
News from Waco, Tex., says:

W. O. Brann, editer of the Ieonoclast; and
Captain M, T. Davis, met today and fought
a revolver duel to the death, The combat-
ants met just at € o'clock this afternoon on
South Fourth street, In front of the Chtton
Belt ticket office, and after exchanging a
few words, both began empiying their re-
volvers into each other's bodies, When the
battle was over Brann was found to be per-
forated in the left lung, the left leg and the
right foot; Davis was shot through the right
lung and through both of hizs arms. The
surgceons say both men are likely to die.

The diMculty between the two men grew
out of the Brann-Daylor feud of last year.
Captain Davis' daughtere are pupils of Bay-
lor university and the references made in
the Iconoclast to Baylor, which were gefn-
erally construed to mean reflections on the
moral character of the pupils and faculty,
brought forth from Captain Davis a denun-
clation of Brann, delivered in language most
forcible and direct,

The bitterness between them which began
when the Brann-Baylor trouble arose grew
Intense when the Gerald-1farrle tragedy oc-
curred last November. It was often predicted
that when  Apostle Brann  and  Captain
Davie met there would be bloodshed, Cap-
tain Davis belng a fearless man dand ready
on all occasions to express  himself. The
publications of Prann against Raylor univer-
gity wounded him deeply and he took every
oceaslon to make his feeling known,

This afternoon Brann and his  buslness
manager, W. H. Ward, woere across the
etreet from (he Cotton Delt oMee and wire
seen crossing the street together, golng in
the direction of French's book store, Cape-
tain Davig’' ofMice belng between the book
gtore and the Cotton  Belt  office. When
Brann and Ward reached the front of the
bouk store Captain Davis was In frouot of his
office.

The words that passed between them were
in terms of repronch and they logt no time
in pgetting out thelr weapons. About ten
seconds wore occupled in the shooting, at
the end of which Brann and Davis lay blead-
ing, and W. H. Ward, Brann's business
manager, was ehot through the right hand,
the bones belng shattered,

A wild pullet hit Motorman Kennedy in
the knee. Kennedy was passitig on his ecar,
Another wild bullet hit Bugene Kepler in
the foot. The wild bullet wounds are not
sarious,

A reporter visited Apostle Brann since he
was shot. He was at home on a couch sur-
rounded by surgeons, his intellectual fae?
being as white ag snow. His wife and many
friends were with him. He is too weak to
talk and Is probably paat surgery, although
the doctors say there Is some slight chaace
for bim.

Captaln Tom Davis was taken to the Pa-
eifie hotel and s regarded as  mortally
wounded, his right lung being cruelly lacer-
ated, Both men are bleeding internally and
are faint. At a late hour+both men were
allve, but appear to be sinking.

OHIO GETTING READY FOR WAR.

nill te Approprinie a Milllon Dollars
for m Defense Fand,

COLUMBUS, 0., April 1L.—Scmator Tiley
has introduced a bill to appropriate §1,000,000
to put Ohio on a war fooling.

The bll of Mr. Riley provides that the
51,000,000 propesed to be appropriated by the
state ls to be expended to defray the expivse
nf the natlonal guard, naval militla and
volunteers in defense of the state aad for
the support of the federal government i the
ovent of war with Spain. The money s to
be used to the amount of $450,000 in the
purchase of arms aad equipments for the
national guard under the directica of the
governor. A balt million ls then directed
to be used I carrying into effect any requisi-
tion of the president to protect the federal
government, Aa extraordinarvy contingency
fuisl of §60,000 Is further provided to be
placed under the control of the governor.
To carry out the act the sinking find com-
mizalon of the state is autborized to horrow
the money, The same act also puthorizes the
goverpor to increase the naticmal guard to
10,000 mea to be held in readiness for call by
the presldent,

He informs the government of the United
States that General Dlanco has revoked the
decree relating to the reconcentrades In tho
western provinces of Cuba, which are un-
derstood to be the provinces of Mutanizas,
fanta Clara, Habana and Pla del Rio; that
the Spanish government has placed at the
dispoeal of the governor general the credit
of 3,000,000 pesetas (§600,000) to the end
that the country people may reilurn al once

The Spanish govermwent will accept what-
ever agglstance to feed and succor the neces-
sitous which mmy be sent from the United
States In accordance with the plap now in
operation.

It proposes to confide the preparation fo?

Epanish government would not be able to
arrive at the final result, it heing underatood
that the powers resecved py the constitution
to the cemtral government are not leesencd
or diminished.

LINCOLN, April 1.—(2pecial Telegram.)—
Fire, which started in the basement of the
threc-story brick buildb:g occupled by the
A. M. Davis Carpet and Furniture company,
ealled out the full force of the fire depart-
ment tnd threatened the busioees coater of
Linealn with for ecveral hours
ton lght,

At midnlght the fire hal dev:loped Into
one of the worst Lincoln has ever seen, The
Davis bullding and contonts are a total loss.
Tho four-story Richards block to the west
was burning and the fire was beyond control,
The ehlef of the flre department then wired
to Omaha for help, The water service and
the pressure were miserable, the sircams not
reaching above the third stories.

Shortly after midnlght all bulldings front=
Ing on O street from Eeventh to Twellth
sireet were threatened, The Richards block
at Bleventh and O streeto 18 totally destroyed.
Its cost ia estimated at $70,000, but the in-
surance amounts to but £30,000. There were
about sixty occupantg In the bullding, Includ-
ing the American Exchange National bank. A
number of the occupants of offlees on upper
floors were successful ln gaving a large por-
tlon of thelr Purniture and books, but the
leas on furniture and fixings will amolnit e
over $25,000.

Snet of the Richards block the Davis
bullding, the fire originated, The
bullding and stock is all burned, but both
wero losured for more than their value. The
bullding was valued at $12,000 and the stock
ot 35,000, The entlre bullding was occupled
by the A, M. Davia Oarpel company,

SPREAD OF THE FLAMES,

Next to the Davis bullding was the one oe=
cupled by Mre. Gosper's mliilinery slore cex
the ground flooy, the upper flosrs belng oe-
cupled by roomers. Everything is burned
save a emall portlon of the millineey stock,
which was taken from the bulldlieg. The
bullding was cstimated to be worth $12,000,
and the millinery stock between $5,000 and
£10,000, The stock was losured for about a
third of its wvalue. The bullding, however,
Is fully covered by lnsurance. Occupants of
all other bulldings In the block fronting on
0 strest hayve commevcesd to carry out alk
movable furniture.

The total loss will probably equal, if not
exceed, $150,000.

AL 2:30 the progries of the flames seema
to be checked In the Gosper building, which
will be bmdly gutted In the upper stories.

Word was recelved by Chief Redell shortly
after midnight that the fire In Lincoln was
beyond control and that hoge and an engine
wore necded, Communication was miade with
the mayor, who directed that arrangements
be made at opce to send the desired relief,
A gpoelal traln wae engaged on the B, & M.,
consisting of one conl car and a way car
and the apparatus consldered most useful
was taken 1o the frelght depot at Bighth and
Juckson strecis: This consisted of a heavy
englne and a hose wagon, holding 2,000 feet
of hose. The facllities for transferring the
apparatus to the cars were poor and consid-
erable time was consumed maklng the trans-
fer. The horses were unhiteched and the en-
gine was run up the platform by hand, e
welght |s five tons and It was with consider-
able diMeulty that its bulk was safely trang-
ferred to the car. Therte was sufliclent room
for the hose wagon a'so on the same car.
Operations at this end were conducted by
Chief Hedell and Commiesioner Peabody and
the nine men &cnt in charge of the appar-
atus were under the dircetion of Battalion
Chief Salter.

At olght minutes to 2 o'clock the train
pulled out under the direction of Conductor
B. Walters and Engineer F. M. Smith, the
latter having received orders to run as fost
as possible.
